The current efforts of Jasper Place to 
gecure a “Miracle Mile” development for 
that community should illustrate to every 
thoughtful person the jeopardy into which 
the rejection of Edmonton’s Miracle Mile 
has thrown this city. This jeopardy will 
continue until the Edmonton civic centre is 
adequately developed in a manner that 
will rehabilitate the downtown. area 

Unless Edmonton's unfortunate rejec- 
tion of the plan on technicalities has en- 
tirely alienated the interest of capital in 
this district, as it might well have done, 
Jasper Place should have no great diffi- 
eulty in consummating its present plan. 

Indeed, the project proposed by Jas- 
per Place is entirely in the pattern upon 
which the First New Amsterdam Corpora- 
tion usually operates. 

The Edmonton proposal to build a 
shopping centre in the heart of the city 
Was unique in that the Corporation cus- 
tomarily seeks sites on the outskirts of 
large cities and increases its profits by 
speculating in rising land values. 

In short, the Jasper Place proposal is 
made to order for the First New Amster- 
dam Corporation and the only factor that 
could spoil such a deal would be that the 
unreasonable conditions imposed by the 
legislature on Edmonton had frightened 
such capital away. 

The enterprise of Jasper Place is en- 
tirely laudable. 


The Margin of Human Error 


A full enquiry into the Canoe River 
train wreck has been ordered by Trans- 
port Minister Lionel Chevrier and it is 
expected that the coroner’s inquest on 
those killed in the accidents will reveal 
further pertinent facts. 

This is as it should be. The public 
should know exactly what caused this dis- 
aster and insist that adequate steps be 
taken to prevent a recurrence of it. 

But the public should not run away 
with the idea that railways in general and 
the CNR in this particular cccasion have 
not taken aad do not take the utmost pre- 
cautions against such tragic occurrences. 

It has been suggested that the omis- 
gion of three vital words in the despatch- 
er’s order to the agent at Canoe River 
was the cause of this wreck because these 
three words should have indicated that the 
troop train should have stopped at Canoe 
River to let the transcontinental pass. 

The troop train crew did not get these 
three words and so passed Canoe River 
to meet the other train head on. 

In all fairness it should be pointed out 
that the CNR takes laborious care to en- 
gure the proper reception of train orders. 

Teletype transmission of these orders 


But it is impossible to overlook what 
the accomplishment of its project would 
impose upon Edmonton, 

A Miracle Mile development in Jasper 
Place would deliver a body blow to every 
merchant and every business in the down- 
town area of this city. 

With ample parking space, a Jasper 
Place Miracle Mile could easily cut d- 
monton’s downtown business turnover in 
half. 

We are not proposing that any steps 
be taken inimical to Jasper Place’s com- 
mendable effort to help itself. 

But we are proposing that immediate 
and urgent steps be taken to secure some 
civic centre development here that would 
balance the possible development in Jas- , 
per Place. 

The First New Amsterdam Corpora- 
tion, for example, might be induced to 
make new proposals to Edmonton. But no 
such proposals will ever be made by any- 
body so Jong as the iniquitous and unjust 
provision of the legislature remains to 
compel all such projects to seek a two- 
thirds endorsement from the burgesses. 

Edmonton's first step, then, should be 
to have that unreasonable and undemo- 
cratic condition removed by the legislature 
which imposed it. 

Until it is removed, downtown Edmon- 
ton will be in constant danger from subur- 
ban developments which are not only quite 
possible but extremely likely.

The chance is that this is what hap- 
pened in the case of the present wreck. 
The order to the troop train was checked 
and re-checked and then, it is presumed, 
the vital words “at Canoe River” were left 
out when the typed copy was made for the 
crew. 

If it is permissible for amateurs to 
make suggestions to experts, we would like 
to suggest that the double check on these 
transmitted train orders be deferred until- 
the typed copy for the crew is ready. Thus, 
instead of reading back to the despatcher’s 
office from his notes, the agent would read 
back from his actual completed typed 
copy. 

This, we believe, would minimize the 
ever-present chances of human error,

Take Defence 


For Instance 

All responsible observers agree 
that in event of war with Russia 
the nations of Western Europe 
would simply “fold” unless rein- 
forced by an American-British- 
Canadian army of 20 or 25 divi- 
sions, 

But look how the picture would 
change if the Rhine or the Elbe 
Rivers were—not the front line 
of a forlorn hope expeditionary 
force—but the recognized border 
of the United States, 

There is no power on earth— 
Russian or any other—which 
would or could dream of attack- 
ing that so-enlarged U.S.A. 

For not only every citizen of 
the enlarged U.S.A. but also 
every person beyond the borders 


would know that such an attack 
offered no chance for success. 

It would be met and reversed 
by the whole armed power of a 
federation vastly stronger than 
the present U.S.A, 


Our Kings 
Would Stay 

Of course, we all know that 
neither Canada, Britain, France, 
Western Germany or Scandi- 
navia would simply haul down 
their flags, disown their past and 
apply as political bankrupts for 
admission into the U.S.A. 

The British, Dutch, Norwegians, 
Swedes and Danes are too attach- 
ed to their kings to consider any 
such thing. 

But it is possible for all the 
peoples concerned, to secure the 
advantages of such an amalgama- 
tion without suffering any of the 
disadvantages. 

Under the federation plan-pro- 
posed by Clarenee Streit in 1938, 
the democracies would pool their 
sovereignty for certain subjects. 
There would be one money, one 
army, one navy, one air force. 
One elected parliament would 
make laws for defence, foreign 
policy. 

The British, Dutch and Scandi- 
navidn thrones would not be dis- 
turbed. Any country could be 
Socialist or Capitalist. Canadians 
would still be as Canadian as 
they are now, 

The main differences would be 
that the border between Canada 
and the U.S.A. would be wiped 
out, not just between the North 
Americans, but between the Am- 
ericans and the entire British 
Commonwealth. 

Now consider how such a fed- 
eration-of-the-free plan would 
dissolve some of the worst diffi- 
culties. As things now stand, the 
question of German, rearmament 
is insoluable, We are damned if 
we do and damned if we don’t. 

A revived re-armed Nationalist 
Germany will always upset the 
balance of power in Europe, But 
any part or all Germany could be 
admitted on a free and equal 
basis to a federation-of-the-free. 
Other countries could join later 
as able and willing.
